Constantinople, Nov. 16.—Terms of 
the Mudania armistice treaty will be 
respected by the Turkish Nationalists. 
A note from the Angora government 
adds that there will be no insistence 
on the withdrawal of allied troops 
from the zones laid down in the Mu­ 
dania convention. 
The note, which had been eagerly 
awaited for several days, brought re­ 
lief to the allied officials and the pop­ 
ulation of the capital, who had seri­ 
ously doubted the good intentions of 
’he Angora government. 
It is felt 
here that the unfavorable reception 
of the Kemalist demands throughout 
the world caused them to reconsider 
their decisions and adopt a more con­ 
ciliatory attitude. 
While all the clauses of the Na­ 
tionalist note are not wholly accept­ 
able or pleasing to the alife> the docu­ 
ment is considered to offer a reason­ 
able basis for discussion and negotia­ 
tion. 
In diplomatic circles it is felt 
that the note precludes the danger of 
war before the convocation of the 
iAusanne peace conference. 
Ismet Pasha, head of the Turkish 
delegation to the Lausanne peace con- , 
ference, discussed the near east situ­ 
ation with Premier Poincare at Paris, j 
and at the conclusion of the inter­ 
view declared: 
‘My conference with 
M. Poincare was most satisfactory.” 
“If there are any fresh incidents at 
Constantinople it won't be our fault. I 
We want peace also.

sure that whatever we sign we WMH 
not violate,” he added.

America’s attitude toward the rest of the world and the Gov­ 
ernment’s position with respect to the broader aspects 
of the 
relationship of nations today formed the theme of President Hard­ 
ing’s message to the country on the eve of Armistice Day. In 


part he said: 
“The increasing enthusiasm with which our people join in 
the annual observance of Armistice Day enforces the conclusion 
that it is destined to be one of the notable anniversaries in our 
calendar, and indeed it well deserves to be all of that, for it marks 
the victorious culmination of our Nations most impressive par­ 
ticipation in the affairs of the world. 
“Our first duty will, indeed, be to our own, but that duty can­ 
not be adequately discharged in narrowness and selfishness. That 
we may be guided to a just judgment of the time and occasion for 
further proof of our interest in the common cause of humanity, 
and in choosing the methods whereby to discharge the obligation 
thus created, will be, I am sure, a fitting prayer for this armistice 


anniversary.” 
This does not mean any “entangling alliance,” as provided 
in the League of Nations, but a fervent thank God that we are 
out of such alliance. We were in the World War in self defense. 
We had been assaulted, and whoever could do no less than strike 
back.
